1907. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  James  Wilson,   Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
do  hereby  remove  and  revoke  the  quarantine  placed  by  Rule  3,  Revision 
1,  upon  the  following  area,  to  wit: 
The  States  of  Idaho  and  Wyoming.
